BELLE GLADE--The closing of the Belle 
(йе City Jail on June 16 has alarmed 
езу officials who have already been 
concerned about the overcrowding of the 
Palm Beach County Jail but the city 
Commission made the decision seem final 
when they decided on the closure Monday 
| night. 

Tronically, the state, one of the two 
agencies getting more benefit from the jail 
than the city, is the cause for the decision to 
| close the jail. 

: City Manager Robert Sanders recom- 
mended the closing Monday following an 
inspection of the facility by State Inspector 


* Ted Keys, former state's attorney investiga- 


tor at the county office building here. 

Sanders said the recommendations made 
by Keys to bring the jail up to state 
standards, which included adding more 
personnel, monitoring prisoners who would 
be required to bathe twice a week and 
construction of a new fire escape, would cost 
the city tens of thousands of dollars more. 

Sanders said the jail has housed a total of 
three bona’ fide city prisoners in the past 
month but there has been an average of 
more than 80 prisoners a day in that same 
time. 

By agreement with the state and the 
county, the city‘ jail is used as a holding 
facility with the state paying $5 per prisoner 
per day under a one-year contract and the 
county paying an increased fee of $10 рег 

lay. 

But Sanders said the jail has still been 
running in the red and the commissioners 
decided to close it rather than require the 

'ers of Belle Glade to foot the bill for 
state-and county prisoners. 

{Belle Glade has bent over backwards 
and done more than its share,” commented 
Palm Beach County State's Attorney David 
Bludworth when he heard about the decision 
Tuesday. ''But we over here on the coast 
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Jail closing alarms 
state and county 


have failed.” 

Bludworth said county officials have 
known for years the county jail is over- 
crowded and that Belle glade officials have 
wanted to close the city jail for the past 18 
months, but nothing has been done. 

“Three grand juries have told us the 
facilities we had were inadequate,'' he said, 
‘апа I’ve fought county commissioners past 
and present to provide ad facilities. 
I'm afraid the closing of the Belle Glade jail 
will aggravate the situation.'" қ 

Bludworth said he supported plans two 
years ago, which were eventually scrapped, 
to build a holding facility behind the Glades 
Office Building which would house pri- 
soners, uncontrolable, mentally unbalanced 
people and violent juveniles. He said that 
was part of his plan to build а complete 
courthouse complex on Southern Boulevard 
west of the Florida Turnpike instead of a 
new county office building. 

He noted that at least one county judge 
has already publicly stated he will no longer 
sentence, misdemeanor offenders to the 
county jail because of the overcrowded 
conditions. 

"'Tasked the city and police chief (of Belle 
Сізде) to keep the jails ореп,” Bludworth 
said. ‘‘They’ve lived up to their respon- 
sibility for the past 18 months. Now it's up to

County Sheriff Richard Wille said he had 
just heard about the city commission's 
decision and the decision on whether to take 
over the jail's operation, which was part of 
motion to close the jail, will be up to the 
county commission.

Growers say DOL is trying to scuttle alien 
agricultural worker import program 


BELLE GLADE-The legal right of 
the U.S. Department of Labor to 
make a number of proposed 
changes in requirements for em- 
ploying foreign sugar cane cutters 
was questioned Tuesday in a 
hearing here by Fred Sikes, 
former vice president in charge of 
personnel for the U.S. Sugar 
Corporation. 

The two-day hearing, held Tues- 
day and Wednesday at the Agricul- 
tural Research and Education 
Center by the DOL, was one of a 
series of hearings in West Virginia, 
Colorado, Massachusetts and New 
York which could effect the use of 
alien labor to harvest crops. 

The seven rules changes іп- 
volved the extension from 60 days 
to 90 days for the minimum time 
employers must seek domestic 
workers before being allowed 
certification to import labor; a 
guaranteed 40-hour work week; 
the requirement that employers 
must submit a recruitment plan, if 
this is the third request for foreign 
workers in three consecutive 
years, to cut down the future-tse 


of alien workers; a denial of foreign 


worker certification if the em- 
ployer has used illegal aliens or 
violated the Farm Labor Contrac- 


tor Registration Act in the past 12. Ţ 


months; an increase in the amount 
employers are able to charge 
workers for meals per day, up to 
$3.25 а day; provision of housin, 

for men and women and for family 
groups (ог any U.S. Workers 
recruited and inclusion of sheep- 
herders within the current regu- 
lations. „ 

Sikes and two other speakers 
concentrated their fire on the 90 
day rule and the demand for a plan 
to reduce future alien recruitment, 
claiming these two rules are 
designed to eliminate the possi- 
bility of importing labor whether 
or. not there are U.S. workers 


available. 

Sikes said the determiniation of 
whether temporary workers shall 
фе admitted is vested by statute in 


Зе Attorney General of the 


United States, not the DOL. 

An attorney himself, Sikes 
quoted the statute as reading the 
DOL is only authorized to state 
whether qualified persons in the 
United States are available and 
whether the employment of aliens 
will adversely affect the wages and 
working conditions of workers in 

| the United States similarly em- 


ployed, 


"It should be clearly under- 
Stood," Sikes argued, "that the 
authority of the Department to 
establish and promulgate reason- 
able and relevant standards by 
which it tests "availability" and 
"adverse affect" is not in contro- 


versy. 
"But the proposed regulations in 


very substantive гез] fail the 
test of "reasonable" and "rele- 
vant", transcend the outer limits of 
its authority and to that-extent, 
and in those are invalid."

А new selfadministered, self, 


scoring placement testing 
has been designed by ‘he Palm 
Beach Junior College T. 
Center, according to Donald 
Cook, director of testing, PBJC. 


“We had to come up with a new’ 


program after the Florida Legisla- 
ture eliminated the Statewide 
‘Twelfth Grade Placement Test last 
year,” Cook explained. 

Several options were studied 
over the past year before the 
decision was made to accept what 
Cook calls “a different DER ply. 
us Je © rogram, 

nder the new , the 
student will pick up the tests from 
his high alias guidance office, 
take them home, complete them 
and return them to the college on 
the day of his registration appoint- 
ment. 

The concept of the self-adminis- 
tered test is not new, Cook said. 
Seminole Community College, on 
whose testing program we based 
ours, has-been using this type of 
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testing for three years. 

Students planning to attend 
PBJC for day classes must present 
their letter of acceptance to the 
college in order to receive the 
packet; those planning to attend 
evening classes will not need a 
letter. The tests will also be 
available at all four campuses, 
Cook said. 

Packets will be mailed to out of 
county and out of state students. 

"The philosophy of this program 
is that the student determines 
where his strengths and weak- 
nesses are, and he not the college, 
makes decision relative to 
education, "Cook continued. 

A question he's often asked, 
Cook says is: "How do you know 
the student will not cheat on the 
tests?" 

Тһе testing director claims this 
is not his concern, "because the 
tests are designed to help the 
student evaluate his abilities, and 
if he cheats, he's only cheating 
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himself. 

"Afer all, it's his education; 
while we are ready and willing to 
assist all students, we really want 
the student to take the responsibil- 
ity for his education, and we hope 
that this attitude will carry over 
into the classroom," Cook said. 

The packet contains three tests, 
Reading, English and Math, - the 
latter developed by the PBJC 
Math Department, headed by . 
Ruth Wing - answer sheets, a test 
evaluation card, and a letter of 
explanation from Cook. 

һе tests do not have to be 
taken all at once, Cook explained; 
however once started they should 
be completed, and students must 
time themselves. 

Students place results of the 
tests, on the evaluation card, 
which will suggest which courses 
the student should take; however, 
the student makes the final 
decision. 

The entire placement packet, 
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Cook repeated, must be returned 
to the college at registration. 

The tests were printed by the 
college Print Shop.

Asked if there was a national 
bluegrass following, Paul said, "It's 
in pockets. It's all over, but in 
pockets, like certain sections of 
D.C., Baltimore, Louisville, Wash- 
ington state, California, but you 
don't find it in every town and 
every city - not like country."
